Governor, 



The Department has spent a total of approximately $32M since 1992 on this project. This 
includes 2 environmental impact statements, right of way purchases, permitting, 
geotechnical investigations and design. 



In calendar year 2008, we have paid $261,020 to ADFSG for RSA's to do wildlife monitoring 
as part of our mitigation commitments. We have one staff person (our project 
environmental coordinator) working on permit and lawsuit issues. We have on-going 
Department of Law costs associated with the environmentalist's federal lawsuit over the 
NEPA actions. Additionally we have purchased $354,462 worth of piles and have an ongoing 
storage fee of around $4K/month. 



In conversations with the Corps of Engineers last Friday, the Colonel has signed the 
permit and is sending it to EPA for their review. It is anticipated that we could receive 
the permit this month. My plan has been, once the permit is issued, to have the policy 
discussion with you on what our next move should be. 



There is a total of about $106M of federal, state match and GF indentified for the 1st 
phases of this project. The current STIP has approximately $16M of federal funds 
identified. Federal regulations require that we fully fund an open phase. Currently 
phase 2 and phase 3 are open for this project. ' Phase 2 must be funded through the plans 
specifications and estimate process and phase 3 requires funding to complete ROW. 



As you know Juneau Access is the backbone piece to implementation of the Southeast Alaska 
Transportation Plan and provides greater access to the state capital. While there remains 
a ferry link, this will be much less expensive than the current ferry trip from Haines or 
Skagway to Auke Bay. Additionally replacing this length of ferry service with a shuttle 
will be instrumental in containing AMHS costs.

Is there money in the budget for the 
more Juneau rd planning? If there is, I need to know where it is, how much, etc. The rd is 
not a priority for our admin, esp knowing the Corps may not even permit it. 



I'm not clear on what the ADN refers to re: cont work on the project, except for the fact 
we're waiting for the Corps to tell us whether it is even permittable. If it is, THEN 
policy decisions are made regarding spending any more money on this project or not. What 
money is being spent today, before we even know of the Corps' decision? My understanding 
is we're NOT spending money on the project at this time, that it's essentially at a stand- 
still until Corps does its thing with its evaluation. Thanks
